A review of the progress of railroad 


construction is published in the Kail 
vay Aye of December 21at. For the 
year 1894 the total new mileage is 1,919, 
of which 193 miles are in Arizona,which 
leads in the construction of new roads 
this year. A summary of the review is 
given as follows: 


" The steam railways of the United 


States now aggregate in length no less 
than 179,672 miles. Of this mileage 54,300 
miles' were added in the last ten years, 
an average of 5,430 miles each year. If 
the next five years show an average of 
a little over 4,000 miles of new road per 
year—and the promising enterprises 
already on foot aggregate far more 
than 20,000 miles—the opening of the 
year of our Lord 2,000 will see in this 
still undeveloped country of magnifi- 
cent propoitions 200,000 miles of rail- 
way in operation for the transportation 
of passengers aud freight, not counting 
the vast and rapidly increasing mileage 
of light roads, electrical and others, 
which will share with the ste^rri rail- 
ways in short distance passenger 
travel."
